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DRAINAGE IN EGYPT. 
The report of the Department of Pablic 


~ | Health for 1905 contains a sabject of consider- 


able interest to the general pablio, viz. the 
drainage of Cairo and Port Said. ‘I'he question 
deserves to be followed with attention by the 
Earopean colony of the two cities, and we hope 
that State expenditure on drainage schemes 
will meet with no opposition on their part. At 
present Cairo is without a proper system of 
drainage, and the subsoil, in conseqaence both 
of this fact and the greater qaantity of water 
now employed, is being rapidly contaminated 
by sewage infiltration. The town is epreading 
so rapidly and land valoes are now so high 
that practically every sqaare metre is either 
bailt over or reserved for building, and in 
nearly all the new constructions there exists 
no place outside the actusl buidings for the 
disposal of sewage, which is generally collected 
in pits sunk beneath the entrance hall or the 
central court, roand which a square block of 
perhaps foor or five stories has been erected. 
Quite apart from the discomfort and inconve- 
nience of this practice, it stands to reason that 
the soil below and immediately around these 
buildings mast be fouled by even the slightest 
accamalation of sewage unless the pits are 
absolutely water-tight, a condition which, we 
imagine, is not falfilled io a goodly proportion 
even of the newest buildings in Cairo. 

In Port Said the conditions are even worse. 
Sir Horace Pinching has the following 
observations to make on the subject :— 
“Immediately a town possesses an ample 
sapply of water, a mach larger qaantity is 
used, and pari passu a larger amount of 
sewage matter is the result. 7 
The consequence of all this greater consamp- 
tion of water is that the cesspools fill rapidly, 
and the earth is anable to absorb all the 
sewage matter which is being poured into it, 
and time will come when the Government 
will have to consider the necessity of pro- 
‘viding a system of drainage for some of the 
more important towns ot Egypt. The necessity 
for the drainage of Port Said is, in my opinion, 
as pressing as that of Cairo. The sabsoil 
water in this town is within half a metre of 
the sarface, and many of the cellars and un- 
derground apartments are constantly swash 
with sewage matter which is continually 
oozing out from the adjacent cesspools, 
Port Said, like Cairo, has inoreased in size 
very considerably of late years and has every 
prospect of becoming a very important town. 
It is therefore all the more necessary to com- 
meace a drainage scheme at once, and extend 
it as the town increases; the longer it is de- 
layed the more expensive will the scheme be- 
come. Port Said being bailt on level gound, the 
sewage cannot be. removed from the town 
by gravitation sewers, bat will have to be 
drawn out by suction. pomp or forced ont; 
some achene will, | presume, be adopted 
which has been foand to work satisfactorily 
in other towns bailt ander similar conditions.” 

In Cairo the approaching arrival of a dis- 
tinguished Anglo-[ndian drainage specialist 
to atudy the various schemes submitted to the 
Government and to select the one be considers 
most suitable, is of good omen, and we cor- 
dially agree with Sir Horace Pinching in 
hoping that the Government will take the 
matter op seriously and carry out a scheme 
to completion. Otherwise there ia every risk 
of an epidemic—and a serious epidemic, too— 
icflicting great loss on the country. Imagine 
the results of an outbreak of typhoid fever on 
a large scale at the beginning of the tourist 
season ! Qaite apart from the regrettable loss 


of life the country would be financially the. 


worse. There would be an exodus of those 
who had arrived for the winter, arrange- 
ments would be cancelled right and left, in- 
flicting grave loss on the hotels and the 
namerous interests dependent on them, and 
while we might not regret the pecuniary 
damage done to donkey-boys and their kind 
we should have to face the fact that two or 
three winters would have to pags before Cairo 
regained its fair fame as a health resort, ‘Give 
a dog a bad name and it is sare to stick to 
him,” is a proverb that applies to tourist 
resorts as well as to men and beasts. 

Finally, we with great pleasure note Sir 
Horace Pinching’s pithy expression of opinion 
on the project for depriving the Eurepean 
quarter of Cairo of its only lang :—“With 
regard to the necessity of in fatare leaving 
open spaces in the town to act as lungs 
to the city, I may mention the suggestion 
which has been made to construct the new 
Opera House in the Esbekieh Gardens, [ 
cannot think that the Government would be 
so ill-advised as to entertain such a suggestion; 
the Esbekieh Gardens is the only open space 
left in this quarter of the city, and to fill it op 
partially by a large Opera House would in my 
opinion be absolate!y uvjustifiable.”

TROUBLE IN ARABIA.

M.Cheradame publishes in the carrent nam- 
ber of the “Boergie Fravgasise,” a letter from 
Muscat, dated June 15, ander the heading “A 
Decisive Step Towards Independence.” ‘This 
letter purports to give part calars of “an event 
of extreme gravity, which has not yet attracted 
the attention of the Buropean Pres,” though 
briet mention was made ofitina Cairo telegram 
published in “The Times” of May 14. The event 
is the defeat, on April 12 last, of the Saltan’s 
adberent Abdal Aziz Ibn Rashid by the party 
of independence under the leadership ot Abdul 
Azz Ibn Saoad, The latter, by night march, 
surprised and roated his enemy north of Kas- 
sim, killing Ibn Rashid-himself as well as a large 
nomber of the leading notables of Hai’, his 
capital. Ibn Saoad immediately despatched 
messengers to his friend the Sheikh of Koweit, 
with the seal ring ot Ibn Rashid which had been 
takertom the body. The news spead rapidly, 
causing great excitement throughont the whole 
country. It extended even to the small Arab 
colory in Bombay. It hassince bren ascertained 
that the son and successor of [bn Rashid sent 
adepatation t» Kowsit reqaaating the sheikh 
to submit projosals of peac3.on his beh slf to 
Ibn Saoad. According to the writer of the 
letter, it is expected that the Shoikb of Kowait 
will do his utmost to promote peace in order 
to counterbalance the power of Ion Saoud, who 
might otherwise becone stronger than himsalf. 


“GLOBE.” 

By far the most interesting and impressive 
portion of the correspondence is contained in 
the summary given by Lord Cromer of the 
effect produced in Egypt by the controversy, 
‘and of the feelings which it evoked among the 
Moslem population of that country. Since that 
dispatch was penned the tragedy at Denishwai 
has given a most striking and painfal weight to 
his Lordship’s forecast. A wave-of unrest is 
passing cv-r the native mind in Egypt, and the 
appeals to religious fanaticism utteréd in the 
vernacular Press and elsewhere have fallen 
apon soil which is only too receptive. ; 
Of the instigators of those appeals Lord 
Cromer spesks in very forcible language. He 
entertains no doubt that the seditious writings 
in the Pan Islemic newspapers have becn 
encouraged by many persons both insids and 
outside Egypt ; and he intimates that if in 
consequence of these incitements, any s8ec- 
tion of the public were to pase from words to 
deed, and public tranquillity were to become 
seriously menaced, he would net shrink from 
measures of repression.
